BRAKE FAILURE 

Mr. Gilles Gregoire (SCR, La-pointe) spent 40 
minutes in the House of Commons laying out his mast- 
er plan for the complete legislative, executive, judicial 
and fiscal independence of Quebec. This would be in 
the best interests of the other provinces, he said he- 
cause they would no longer have to. contend with 
“Quebec applying the brakes to various national 
programs,” 

It was curious that Mr. Gregoire should then de- 
molish his whole argument by calling for acceleration 
in one national program for which Quebec relies heavily 
on the contributions of other provinces. He attempted 
to introduce a motion of non-confidence based on the 
Government's failure to increase family allowances.

A Lindsay youth who was 
labelled a “toughy, smart 
alec and a coward”, by Mag- 
istrate Guest in court Mon- 
day was assessed a total of 
$201. for violating the law.

When a patient has an at- 
tack of acute appendicitis 
there should be no indecision: 
have that operation-fast. 

If the gall bladder is rebel- 
ling in its work due to a chron- 
ic infection in its wall or due 
to stones (or both) there’s not 
quite so much reason to hurry. 
There’s usually time to think 
it over after conservative 
treatment. 

The same is true for the 
choice between medical and 
surgical treatment of duoden- 
al ulcer.

My own doctor was hesitant 
about the operation but gave 
me the name of an excellent 
surgeon, As they both warn- 
ed me, it was a very painful 
operation but nothing like the 
pain caused by your stomach 
being in your chest.

EDITORIALS.... 


ONE OF THE DISADVANTAGES.... 

The International Snowmobile Competitions held 
Sunday at Lakehead Park, just east of Fowler's Corn- 
ers, did what its organizers set out to make it do—it 
attracted large numbers of people to the Kawartha 
Lakes site. It was not, however, without some com- 
plications. One of the disadvanages of the event was 
the fact that it completely snarled up traffic on two 
main arteries, much to the annoyance and inconveniece 
of those motorists who were making a through trip 
and not intent on getting to the competitions. It was 
apparent, even with excellent police supervision, that 
our local highways were not designed to efficiently 
cope with such surges of traffic unless other on-the- 
spot hold ups were corrected, It was, for most motor- 
ists, a question of waiting and exercising what patience 
they could. 

Probably the cause of part of the traffic slowdown 
Jay in the fact that there was only one entrance to the 
grounds, a situation which would undoubtedly be cor- 
rected if such an affair were to be staged at some future 
time, The exit was almost as painfully slow and in 
one instance, an ambulance moving out of the grounds 
was severely hampered by the departing cavalcade of 
vehicles. An emergency exit would no doubt recom- 
mend itself at future meets. 

Attention at another snowmobile meet might also 
be directed at more control of spectator-participation, 
Spectators had to keep their eyes peeled sharply if they 
weren't to be caught up in the confusion and knocked 
for a loop, Clearer definition of areas would have el- 
iminated this fault, 

Notwithstanding a few things like this, which are 
sometimes typical of “firsts”, there was a whale of a 
crowd, lots of noise and excitement, plenty of good 
coffee available at the Peterboro Lions Club tent, some 
lively music by “The Kavaliers” and those who like this 
noch of amusement could hardly have failed to find 
plenty to hold their interest. To borrow a phrase from 
that master showman—Ed Sullivan—It was “a really big 
shew” from the standpoint of attendance and participa- 
tion.

It has been so long since 
the people of Canada (and areas close to home) have 
had any say in what happens to the country that it’s 
almost time they did, otherwise the idea that this is a 
democracy may become snowed under by bureaucracy.

If the people 
can’t speak for themselves in a democracy, the whole 
concept of majority rule will be lost and’ outspoken 
minorities will be calling the tune.

Mr, Diefenbaker and his followers have had a 
wonderful opportunity to demonstrate to the people 
of Canada that they are primarily interested in the 
country’s welfare and not their own desire for power,

We have heard of at least one person being 
bitten and another an elderly gentleman, frightened 
much more than his years deserve. Whether these re- 
ports are authentic or not is, in a sense, not so import- 
ant. What should worry all of us is that such incidences 
are almost certain to occur (if they haven't already) 
unless something is done to improve the situation. 


THE SAFEST SPOTS IN ONTARIO! 

Many towns and smaller community centres in Ont- 
ario have traffic safety records we may well envy. Some 
of these records do not always receive the publicity they 
meiit—often they are over-shadowed by the publicity 
accorded the efforts of the larger towns and cities. 

Official statistics show that Arnprior in eastern 
Ontario has not had a fatal accident since 1956. This 
may well be THE record for the province. 

Ingersoll, Aurora, Grimsby and Paris have not suf- 
fered a fatal accident since 1957, Dunnville, Midland 
and Prescott have been free of traffic fatalities since 
1958; and Gananoque since 1959. 

These records have been established because the 
citizens of these districts are concerned about, and work 
towards greater safety on their streets and highways. 
Their work is paying off in saved lives. 

Traffic safety is something that has to be nurtured 
and developed at the local level particularly. These 
people have proved that community concern is not 
vague and intangible—it is producing some very real 
and rewarding results. —Ontario Traffic Safety. 


EMO AGAIN UNDER FIRE, 
COUNTY QUESTIONS VALUE 

The Emergency Measures Organization came un- 
der fire again at the meeting of Ontario County Council 
and was refered to as a “money-down-the-drain organ- 
ization. 

Deputy Reeve John Dryden introduced a motion to 
the floor reading that the standing committee on em- 
ergency Measurers is instructed to make a study into 
the bylaw covering the operations of the HMO “with a 
view to making constructive recommendations for bet- 
ter use in the expenditure of all public money required 
under the authority of the bylaw”. 

Mr, Dryden said: “I feel the money for the BMO 
is unwisely spent and it could be used for-more pur- 
poses such as education, tourist promotion, and at- 
tracting industry to our area.” 

Chesley Oldham, reeve of Scott Township, added: 
“The budget for the EMO is $27,000 per year of which 
$17,000 is used to pay three men’s wages. 

“What I can’t figure out is why does it take three 
men to spend $10,000.” 

Mr. Dryden stated he felt that “Council was stick- 
ing their heads in a hole like an ostrich” and that 
serious thought shoul be given to thesituation. 

He added pubdlie opinion of the EMO was at an all- 
time low and that the EMO “is carried on and promot- 
ed by people who are promoting something for their 
own good.” 

“I would like to know what has been accomplished 
in the NMO’s seven years of operation. 

“I would say ‘nothing’ and why the money can’t 
be put to a useful, ‘organized’ organization such as the 
fire or police department to do the same job, I do not 
know.” 

Everett Quantrill, Reeve of Whitby, stated, “We 
tall about how much money has been spent on the 
HMO, I would hate to guess how much has been spent 
by having us sitting around debating the matter for the 
last six years. 

“T want an answer and I want the matter settled 
once and for all.”

THAT SNEAKY KILLER ! 

Readers may be interested to know that following 
our article on the dangers of carbon monoxide pois- 
oning—(Ontario Traffic Safety—January 1964, Page 4) 
—we received Information from the Ontario Motor 
League Sudbury division that carbon monoxide de- 
tectors can be obtained. 

Small plastic plates which can be hung up in 
vehicles have been successfully used under the super- 
vision of the Sudbury Police department for the past 
two years. The detector has a coated surface which 
changes colour within 30 seconds of the gas seeping 
into the air, and reverts to its normal colour when 
the gas has cleared, This detector has given conclusive 
results and has been used effectively on thousands of 
yehicles in the Sudbury district. 

The OML in Sudbury made an exhaustive enquiry 
into the problem of carbon monoxide poisoning on 
the highways, and found that many apparently inex- 
plicable accidents were attributed directly to the accum- 
ulation of carbon monoxide in vehicles following each 
other at a slow pace. This was found to be particularly 
the case in older cars with air intakes below the head- 
lights. 

Portable detectors are also employed by the 
Pennsylvania State police patrols as part of their issue 
equipment in testing cars stopped on the highway. 

In Toronto the detectors can be obtained from 
Mine Safety Appliances of Canada Ltd.

SUNDERLAND’S DR. OLIVER 
CELEBRATES 94TH BIRTHDAY 


Tribute to one of the most 
widely-known doctors in On- 
tario County, Dr. Joseph 
Henry Oliver, of Sunderland, 
was paid at a reception given 
recently in honor of his 94th 
birthday. Dr. Oliver met many 
old friends and neighbors at 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Walter Bestwick, 89 Sunset 


| street. 


He reminisced about life in 
the Sunderland area when he 
was a boy and the difference 
between the rural communit- 


jes of those days and the 
modern world of today. 
Dr. Oliver was born in 


Vroomanton, west of Sunder- 
land, and was the son of a 
carriage maker. The family 
moved to Sunderland, “when 
the Toronto-Nipissing Rail- 
way went through in 1871.” 
Worked With Father 

“The railway went from 
Toronto to Coboconk and in 
going through Brock Town- 
ship it opened up Sunder- 
land.” Dr. Oliver said he at- 
tended Sunderland schools 
until he was 12 years old at 
which time he left to work 
with his fater. 


“T worked with him at car- 
riage making,” he said, “and 
painted and sanded the car- 
riages and cutters. We did not 
have very much money and I 


was unable to continue 
school.” 
Dr. Oliver said that a 


friend of the family gave 
some financial assistance and 
he was able to go to high 
school at’ Uxbridge. “The 
nearest high schools to Sun- 
derland were at Orillia or Ux- 
bridge so I boarded with an 
uncle for which my people 
paid $1.50 per week. 

Taught School 

He graduated from high 
School with a third-year cer- 
tificate which meant that he 
could teach public schools for 
a three-year period. “I start- 
ed to teach at the Port Perry 
Model School, and after that 
I taught for two years at 
Sainttield. 

“I never had much to start 
with but I got $250 a year 
when I was teaching. Some- 
times there were classes with 
65 or 70 which I taught.” 

Dr. Oliver taught at other 
schools in the district until 
his certificate expired after 
which he returned to school 
and got a second class certif- 
ieate. “With Latin this certit- 
icate meant that I could study 
medicine,” he explained, “I 
think I had medicine in my 
mind from the start, Any 
man can do what he wants if 
he is really determined. {[ 
Started with nothing.” 

He studied at Trinity Col- 
lege, Toronto, where he ad- 
mitted winning a prize in his 
first year. Dr. Oliver had to 


leave University after his 
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second year as he ran out of 
money. 


Worked at Huntsville 

Dr. Oliver said that he 
worked for almost a year with 
a doctor who had a_ small 
hospital at Huntsville. 
“Huntsville isn’t a very big 
place now”, he added. “It 
Was a very small place then 
but in spite of that it had four 
taverns. Every village had a 
tavern in those days.” 

With the help of a friend, 
Dr. Oliver returned to Trinity 
College where he graduated 
in medicine. He then took up 
his practice at Sunderland 
which he kept until 1954. 

He was medical officer of 
health for Brock Township 
for many years, Dr. Oliver’s 
tenure of office in° medicine 
is matched by his record in 
freemasonry. He was past 
master of King Edward Lodge 
No. 464, AF and AM, at Sun- 
derland before the First 
World War. 


He attributes his long life 
and good health to family 
characteristics. His maternal 


grandfather lived until he 
was 104. 
Dr. Oliver lives with his 


daughter, Bessie, at the fam- 
ily home in Sunderland. He 
married the former Blizabeth 
St. John who died in 1914. 
His son, Bruce, died in 1955.

A hand-carved, life-size wood- 
en horse, made by a craftsman} 
in Owen Sound about 75 years 
ago, is being carefully refin 
ished by Melville Finney at 
Finney Lumber in Lindsay. 

The massive carving, made 
mostly of cedar, is construct- 
ed uf nearly 80 separate pieces 
skilfully carved and assembled 
with wooden pegs. Mr. Finney 
took much of the horse to piec- 
es, carefully repaired and re- 
finished the portions and re- 
assembled it. The horse still’ 
has to have a new ‘tail added 
and to be re-stained| The 
mouth of the horse opens and 
Mr. Finney has added real 
horses teeth. 

The horse, complete with a 
coach, was found standing in 
a garden at Owen Sound and 
was purchased and brought to 
Lindsay. Mr. Finney says the 
coach is to be re-built next and 
the horse and carriage will 
the be used as a display piece 
at Finney Lumber. | 

Many years ago, he explains, | 
harness shops used such hors-| 
es for making and fitting harn-| 
ess. This particular horse has 
a set of old-style harness that 
fits on it.

PRAISEWORTHY 


We have only the highest praise for the way in 
which the Lindsay fire department and supporting reels 
from the Victoria County Mutual Aid organization 
fought the fire on York Street Thursday evening. 

The degree of training the men have been subjected 
to was obvious to an onlooker, and the men from the 
supporting brigades integrated with the Lindsay fire- 
men to make an efficient force that quickly contained 
the blaze. 

Canada has one of the world’s Ronee loss rates by 
fire, and the announced goal of the joint Committee of 
the Association of Canadian Fire Marshals and the 
Canadian Association of Fire Chiefs is a reduction in 
the spiralling losses of property and human life by fire.

PARLIAMENT GETS TO WORK 


The Conservatives’ two motions of censure last 
week were unusual in being so narrowly specific about 
the sales tax and family allowances. If the intention 
was to lure all the opposition groups into a united front 
—and thus bring down the government — it came as 
near to success as any Conservative manoeuvre is likely 

~—to do at this session. 

i Yet it failed, and the net result is to confirm that 
that this curiously divided House of Commons is far 
more stable than it has any right to be, according to 
the textbooks. 

A head count shows the statistically-minded that 

- Mr. Pearson’s government was saved by five members— 
two from the NDP and three from Social Credit (Alber-= 
ta blue brand). This may point to the one advantage 
of a House split into many small groups. 

In a widely divided House it is probably easier for 
individual members to assert their individual judgement, 
instead of following the party whips like a flock of 
sheep led by a Judas ram down a narrow chute to a 
humane killer. Some Liberals, even, are showing an 
unaccustomed and welcome independence. 

So far, at least, the few mavericks represent the 
popular will better than the solid party blocs, Wyen 
the Tories must be grateful to be able to maintain a 
pugnacious posture without too great a risk of bringing 
on an election. 

: Probably the only man who really wants an elec- 

. tion now is Mr. Diefenbaker. For him, elections are 
the supreme occasion to display what Milton called 
“that one talent which is death to hide’. His talent 
chafes in the intervening period of legislating. But his 
followers are more like Milton’s “hungry sheep” who 
“look up and are not fed”. Their leader’s “lean and 
flashy songs grate on his scrannel pipes of wretched 
straw’, while they are looking for constructive policies 
tov take to the country. 

For better or for worse, the Pearson government 
is likely to remain in office through this year and prob- 
ably next. This should be reassuring for business, 
provided the next few months bears our present signs 
that Mr. Pearson has at last got his cabinet settled 
down for a long pull. 

Government ‘decisions are now being thrashed out 
through a more systematic organization of cabinet com- 
mittees than ever before. This has a oduble advant- 
age. It ensures—or should ensure—that no one min- 
ister can charge off into the wild, blue yonder on his 
pet hobby-horse, as Mr. Gordon did last June. It also 
avoids the interminable cabinet meetings, which ruined 
any hope of efficient government in Mr. Diefenbaker’s 
regime, 

Mr. Pearson’s new methods hold a real hope of 
better government. We have to cling to it, for it is 


about the only hope there is in the present political.

“RELAX TENSION” 
Cyprus President Archbishop Makarios, in a move 
to “relax tension” on this crisis island, has ordered his 


Greek Cypriot followers to release their Turkish Cyp- 


riot prisoners. But new fighting in the northern 
Cyprus village of Temblos threatened to stagger at- 
tempts toward peace. The fighting raised fears that 


today, like yesterday, could be one of the most violent 


days in weeks. Makarios’ statement, explaining the 
dispatch of an international peace force to Cyprus 
said any peace “mainly depends on the Cypriot people 
themselves—Greeks and Turks ... ” Makarios said 
that “one side of the task is to relax tension . ... a first 
step in this direction is the release of all those held as 
hostages.” He ordered the island’s Greeks to release 
their Turkish hostages by noon tomorrow and to turn 
_ them over to the Red Cross workers at Nicosia police 

headquarters. 
RESCUED 

Six crewmen from a burning tanker have been res- 
cued in the Pacific near Seattle. The vessel was rock- 
ed by three explosions this morning and caught fire. 
A plane flying overhead reported other survivors swim- 
ming around the damaged vessel. A coast guard cut- 
ter and crash boats rushed to the scene. The stricken 
ship is the “Bunker Hill”. The explosions struck in 
Rosario Strait, 80 miles north of Seattle. 
RETURN HOME 

Officials from Malaysia and Indonesia are return- 
ing home from Bangkok, where their peace talks fail- 
ed. Jungle fighting between the two nations con- 
tinues . . . but there are reports they have agreed to 
keep the fighting from growing into a full-scale war.

The article appeared in a re-| 


cent issue of the Ottawa Jour-| 
nal under the heading “Faces| 
of Ottawa”. Rey. Smyth is best 
remembered for his unusual 
appeal to the people of Hali-| 
-burton when he was minister} 
at the United Church. At the} 
time the Reverend gentleman 
issued hundreds of dollars to 
his parishioners and then re- 
cited the Parable of the Tal- 
ents. The story goes that 
every greenback was returned 
ten times over, and as a re- 
sult the church was redecor- 
ated and a new organ instal- 
led- Rev. Smyth preached for 
several years in Yonge Street 
United Church, Toronto be- 
fore going to the Parkdale 
United at Ottawa. 

Here is the article by W. G. 
Ketchum from the Ottawa 
Journal: 

While a comparative new- 
comer to Ottawa, Rev. Gordon 
C. Smyth as minister of Park- 
dale United Church has al- 
ready made his impress on the 
community. 

He has innate friedliness of 
Manner and approaches prob- 
lems however controversial 
with unusul frankness. 

He believes for instance that 
“the Protestant Reformation 
is uncompleted until there is 
Christian unity’, He feels that 
while unity was not going to 
happen overnight the various 
denominations were getting 
closer to it. 

Mr. Smyth is of New En- 
gland descent and his fore- 
bears were United Empire 
Loyalists who followed the 
flag to Canada. - 
PEMBROKE NATIVE 

Born in Pembroke, he is the 
son of E. Ellsworth Smyth, 85, 
retired businessman who now 
lives at Carleton Lodge. 

Gordon Smyth was educated 
at Pembroke Public School 
and Pembroke Collegiate. He 
graduated in Arts at Queen’s 
in 1942 and in Theology in 
1944. While obtaining his BA 
he majored in political science 
winning the Adam Short 
Scholarship. 

Graduates of Queen’s Uni- 
versity are noted for their al- 
most fanatical loyalty to their 


Alma Mater. Mr, Smyth had} 
|an immense regard for princi- 
pal Robert C. Wallace who was 
an outstanding geologist and 
a devout Christian. “Seeing 
him in church was a sermon”, 
he said. 

INTEREST IN VALLEY 

Mr. Smyth has never lost 
his interest in Pembroke and 
the Ottawa Valley. He recalls 
that his mother, the former 
Edith A. Millons, was a mem- 
ber of a Carleton Place family 
which settled at Munster in the 
early part of the 19th Century. |

built all the bridges on the 
CPR from Carleton Place} 
north to Deux Rivieres.

INSTANT LETTERING PROCESS 

A lettering process which enables the amateur to 
produce hand-made posters and hotices with a profes- 
sional look about them wasone of the British products 
reported on recently in the BBC General Overseas Ser- 
vice programme ‘New Ideas’. 

‘Letraset Instant Lettering’, as it is called, consists 
of sheets of letters printed on the back of a sheet of 
thin transparents plastic, and protected by a waxed 
paper backing. All are available in black and white, 
and most in red, yellow, blue and gold as well. “To 
print a letter,’ explained reporter Peter Moss, “the 
backing sheet is removed, the letter is placed in posi- 
tion and the front of the plastic rubbed with a pencil 
point. The letter is instantly transferred to the new 
surface, whether it is paper, wood, metal or glass. It 
is dry, will not smudge, and appears to have been 
printed ih a press. 


“Hundreds of different sheets in all type faces 
and point sizes from three-inch capital downwards 
are available, as well as numbers, symbols, the Greek 
alphabet, and asterisks, arrows and borders, Custom- 
ers’ own trade marks, designs and individual fancies 
can be made to order. The number of letters on a sheet 
naturally varies with the size of the character, a page 
of quarter-inch letters, for example contains 1,200 
symbols, which works out at twelve 4 penny approxi- 
mately. A sheet of heavy half-inch letters has 270, 
working out at three a penny.’—BBC London Letter.

Dr. C. W. M. Service speaks on 
“Smoking and Health” at meet 


Fenelon Falls (PNS) — 
“Smoking and Health” was 
the subject of an informative 
timely address by Dr. C. W. 
M. Service of Lindsay held in 
the Fenelon Falls Baptist 
Chureh. Dr. Service advocat- 
ed restrictions on cigarette 
advertising, banishment of 
cigarette vending machines 
and stronger government 
regulations under the food 
and drug act. He said that 
over the past few years 
deaths from lung cancer, 
which statistics show is caus~ 
ed principally by smoking 
have increased from 3% to 
20°, and some of the latest 
facts brought to light in 
twenty four major surveys in 
eight countries show: High? 
times as many smokers as 
non smokers contract lung 
cancer; twenty percent of all 
deaths from cancer in males 
are due to lung cancer. The 
percentage of women is a 
trifle lower because they do 
not inhale as much. There 
is a close association between 
cigarette smoking and a num- 
ber of other ailments includ- 
ing bronchitis, emphysema, 
coronary heart disease. 
Death rate for bronchitis and 
emphysema is three times 
higher for smokers than for 
non smokers and rate from 
coronary heart disease in 
heavy smokers is twice that 
of non smokers. In the 1959 
mortality statistics in the Un- 
ited States death due to lung 
cancer exceeded deaths due 
to motor vehicle accidents, 
and these statistics are dup- 
licated in Canada said Dr. 
Service. He urged parents 
to reduce or eliminate smok- 
ing as an example to their 
children. Results of a survey 
conducted two years ago in 
Winnipeg on the smoking 


Garden Hints 


Keep Them Growing 

Forced tulips, daffodils and 
other narcissi should be kept 
growing after they have bloom- 
ed until the leaves begin to 
yellow say horticulturists with 
the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture. 

The plants may be placed in 
the basement; but make sure 
that they have sufficient water 
and light to keep the leaves 
green. The bulbs will thus be 
able to store food for next 
year’s growth. When the leaves 
begin to turn yellow, allow the 
bulbs to dry out and either 
store until next fall or put them 
in the garden this spring. Do 
not attempt to force the bulbs 
again. 


Leaf Cuttings 

African violets may be start- 
ed from leaf cuttings say hor- 
ficulturists with the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture. 
Choose firm, healthy, mature 
leaves and plant them in sharp 
sand, perlite, or vermiculite. 

Plant just deep enough to 
support the leaf because the 
young plant is formed at the 
bottom of the leaf stem and

Tt may soon cost you more 
in interest charges on arrears 
of town taxes, Lindsay Coun- 
cil decided Monday night: At 
present 6% interest is charged 
on overdue payments and the 
finance committee is to con- 
sider increasing this interest 
rate to 7%. 

“\ few people are using 
town money to finance busin- 
ess affairs”, alleged Mayor 
Joseph Holtom, “they are not 
paying their taxes on time — 
Perhaps we should’ review the 
interest charges’.

HEARING AID MYTHS 

This article appeared recently in a prominent 
journal, The Hye, War, Nose and Throat Monthly. It 
is authored by Dr. Otto Menzel, a nationally-recognized 
authority on speech and hearing. The article con- 
tains straight forward answers to May common hear- 
ing ald misconceptions. 

The hard of hearing public is subjected to a great 
deal of advice, much of it unsolicited, regarding the 
selection and use of hearing aids. “The advisors may 
be physicians, hearing aid dealers, audiologists, or last, 
but by no means least, well-meaning friends and rela- 
tives. 

Most of this advice is sincere; some of it is based 
on ulterior motives, a great deal is erroneous. Some 
of the more common misconceptions are catalogued in 
the ensuing paragraphs. 

1. “Hearing ald use will prevent further pro- 
gression of the hearing loss”. This contentoin is a 
favorite among hearing aid salesmen who have found 
that a forecast of rapid deterioration of residual hear- 
ing that can be prevented only by hearing aid use is a 
potent selling point. 

Needless to say, there is no evidence that a hear- 
ing aid can in any way contribute to the arrest of a 
progessive hearing impairment, nor is any salesman 
qualified to predict future changes in a prospect's hear- 
ing. 

2, “The use of a hearing aid will destroy the 
hearing that remains”. ‘This is the opposite of the 
preceding falacy and is no less fallacious. To date, 
no proof has been presented that an aid is capable of 
aggravating an auditory deficiency. 

8. “If you wear a hearing aid, you will become 
overly dependent on it”. This statement is usually 
used in an ominous tone, implying that this would be 
the worst possible fate. Actually, the extent to which 
a person becomes depended on his hearing aid is one 
of the best indications of how much he benefits from 
it. Dependency is directly proportional to need, and 
to the success in fulfilling that need. Hence, the great- 
est dependency on a hearing aid evidences both a 
strong need for that aid and maximal benefit from its 
use. 

4. “Hearing aids are beneficial only to persons 
with conductive hearing losses’. This misconception 
is surprisingly common among PNT practitioners. Al- 
though it is true that conductively deafened individu- 
als typically wear hearing aids with greater success 
than others, patients with sensory-neural impairments 
after derive great benefits from hearing aid’ use, also.

been developed at the Omega Laboratories in London. 
Interviewed in the BBC General Overseas Service pro- 
gramme ‘Science and Industry’, the managing director 
of the laboratories, Mr. LJ. Swift, explained the principle 
on, which it bonds materials together using a tuned 
probe, anviland wheel. ‘The probe is turned at an ultra- 
sonic frequency of 20,000 cycles a second, and the tip 
moving at this frequency delivers intense energy to the 
surface of the material, raising it to its precipitation 
point. At this stage the various molecules or fibres 
are hammered together as the material passes between 
the anvil and wheel. 


Mr. Swift pointed out that this was a principle of 
diffusion, rather than pure fusion. “Normally, if a 
thermo-plastic material were taken to its melting-point 
temperature, then obviously the material would tend to 
fuse together. But if you raise a molecular structure 
to the cold-flow point or precipitation temperature and 
then hammer it at a very high intensity, this will result 
in the molecules which are free to move, in fact moving 
together and intermingling in a diffusion. Similarly, 
if you have a molecular structure in a thermo-plastic 
material and a cottou material with an ordinary fibre, 
the molecules will tend to diffuse and.intermingle with 
the fibres, thus causing the bond.” 


The bond, he said, was normally aé strong as the 
parent material, and certainly as strong as a normal 
stitched seam. They had failed to bond natural fibres 
together—cotton to cotton, linen to linen and so on. 
But cotton could be bonded to nylon; they had success- 
fully bonded some papers, and most plastics bonded 
perfectly well. —BBC London Letter.

County Clerk Frank Weldon 
told the Reforestation Com- 
mittee Friday that the setting 
of a budget for various commit- 
tees came almost to a matter 
of guess work. 

“If we knew now many fam- 


ren, and how many murders 
would be committed in 1964 
and other unforseen happen- 
ings. we could set our budgets 
to a dollar”, he said, “but un- 
fortunately, this is not the 
case”. 

He noted the murder trials 
in 1963 of Mrs. Deyell, and

“These costs of course did 
not include the caring for the 
accused in the county jail, so as 
you can see it is sometimes 
very difficult to decide what is 
required.”

Seen in the accompanying 
picture is the first page of 
the original charter issued to 
the Victoria Curling Club of 
Lindsay Limited. The parch- 
ment is particularly well pre- 
served and it will be placed be- 
hind glass in the Peel Street 
club house, There are four 
large parchment pages and the 
penmanship and the printing is 
highly expert and legible. 


The document bearing the 
seal of the Province of Ontario, 
dated May 14th, 1881, sets 
forth the fact a petition was 
duly forwarded to Parliament 
by Messrs. John McLennan, 
and George Hope Bertrame, 
Merchants, Adam Hudspeth, 
Duncan McIntyre and William 
McDonnell, Barristers-at-Law 
and Samuel Arthur McMurtry, 
Bank Manager. 


These gentelmen were the 
original promoters of the Vic- 
toria Curling Club and were 
empowered to acquire land on 
which to erect a rink under the 
name of the Lindsay Curling 
Club, 

The amount of the capital 
was set at $1.500 and the a- 
mount of shares was set at 
$10. 

The club came under the In- 
corporation Act of 1887. The 
following names were on the 
Lindsay petition: John Dundas 
Flavelle, Miller; William Need- 
ler, Esq.; John McAlpine, Doc- 
tor of Medicine; William Alex- 
ander McLennan, Merchant; 
and James Merritt Knowlson, 
Insurance Agent. 


The above gentleman and 
shareholders were granted 


|permission to erect and main- 


tain a curling rink and bowl- 
ing green with power to lease

The Charter was duly issued 
iby Lt. Governor the Hon.

The charter appears on

IMMIGRATION 

When will we awaken to the fact that, if we are to 
achieve our potentiai as a nation, we must take active 
steps to secure more immigrants? 

There is some cause for satisfaction in the fact 
that in 1968 there were 98.151 immigrants to Canada 
representing a 25 per cent improvement over 1962. 
The fact is, however, that we fell far below the 1951- 
1960 average of 160,000 annually. 

It is reported that last year Australia obtained 
more than 100,000 immigrants or roughly 1 per cent 
of her total population. On that basis, Canada should 
have had close to 200,000 immigrants. 

At the last Annual Meeting of The Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce, it was unanimously agreed that 
every effort should be made to insure a greater and 
more continuous flow of desirable immigrants to aCn- 
ada as a consistent policy. It was recognized that a 
flow of desirable immigrants will advance our economic 
and cultural well-being and encourage Canadian in- 
dustrial development by enlarging Canada’s domestic 
market, 

The old argument that we must make sure that 
Canadians at home have jobs before we bring in any 
new Canadians has no validity whatever. Last year, 
despite the fact that our immigration increased by 25 
per cent, our employment increased and our unemploy- 
ment decreased. Immigration creates employment 
and it is sincerely to be hoped that the newly-appointed 
Minister of Citizenship and Immigration, The Honour- 
able Rene Tremblay, will follow through on the good 
work started by The Honourable Guy Favreau and take 
effective action to fill the needs of Canada’s developing 
economy with a view to attaining our long-range poten- ; 
tial. —News Letter.

“UNACCEPTABLE” 

An official Cyprus government spokesman has 
termed ‘unacceptable’ Turkey's warning that it will in- 
vade Cyprus unless fighting ends. A Greek Cypriot 
radio broadcast also said the government has told its 
U-N representative to request a special meeting of the 
Security Council following what was called the Turk- 
ish “threat of aggression.” These moves came as 
sporadic fighting broke out in and around the capital 
of Nicosia. 

DEBATE CONTINUES 

Debate continues in the Commons today on redis- 
tributing federal electoral ridings. At present the less 
populous rural ridings outnumber the more densely 
populated urban ridings. Redistribution on a more 
even basis would take seats from the rural areas and 
‘hand them to the cities. Under the planned redistribu- 
tion some rural ridings will probably be wiped out ab- 
sorbed by neighboring constituencies to bring popula- 
tion figures closer to those of city and suburban con- 
stituencies. Some members of the Commons, particu- 
larly those from the west, are asking for a greater tol- 
erance so their membership in parliament will not be 
reduced. On the other hand, urban members argue 
that some of their ridings—Toronto’s York-Scarbor- 
ough with a population of 267-thousand is an extreme 
example—be divided up so they will have more mem- 
bers to serve the larger metropolitan areas. 

DOESN'T THINK HE WAS GUILTY 

A Quebec Provincial Police Sergeant told a royal 
commission last night in Quebec City that he does not 
think a man hanged for murder was guilty. However, 
Sergeant Henri Doyon told the commission that it was 
possible that Wilbert Coffin had something to do with 
the 1953 killing of three American hunters. Montreal 
author Jacques Hebert has charged that Coffin was 
railroaded to the gallows to appease American opinion. 
RETURNS FROM INSPECTION : 

U-S Defense Secretary McNamara has returned 
from a five-day inspection of the Vietnamese war, 
saying it can be won “if the proper effort is made.” 
McNamara arrived at Andrews Air Force Base this 
morning and told waiting newsmen that every respon- 
sible official in South Viet Nam agree that Communist 
Viet Cong guerrillas can be defeated. But, McNamara 
cautioned “there is no magic formula.” The Defense 
Chief meets with President Johnson to go over his find- 
ings. 

SPECULATION 

There is speculation in Berlin that the three Am- 
erican airmen downed oyer Hast’ Germany Tuesday 
may be tried as spies. Communist newsmen comment- 
ed this morning that it would be “natural” for the Soy- 
iets to let East Germany try the fliers. The United 
States still is pressing the Communists for the return 
of the crewmen and their wrecked plane—but with no 
luck.

STILL NOT SATISFIED 

A survey of frozen food 
usage indicates that home- 
makers have few problems with 
the products but they're still 
not satisfied. They want gro- 
cers to take better care of fro- 
zen foods in the store, so pack- 
ages don’t thaw partially in the 
grocery freezer. They want 
insulated bags at the check- 


p out counter and more careful 


handling so that pies aren’t 
stood on edge and the ingre— 
dients of frozen prepared din- 
ners jumbled. 

The survey also shows that 
women want more “pour-and- 
store” packages bagged so that 
they can extract just enough 
food for a meal, then safely 
re-seal the container and re- 
turn it to the freezer. 

The study was made by the 
Ohio Agricultural experimental 
station in Wooster, Ohio. Its 
purpose is to adapt products to 
consumer uses and needs and 
to plant educational material to 
clear up any misunderstand- 
ings. More than three-thou- 
sand homemakers participated 
in the survey. 

The two complaints most of- 
ten mentioned were forgetting 
to thaw meat, fish and poultry 
long enough before mealetime 
— and the inadequacy of home 
freezer space. Packaging was 
criticized for difficulty in open-

Cant Beat a Cycloid 


NYONE who 
has ever rid- 
den on a roller- 
coaster knows 
the fastest dis- 
tance between 
two points is not 
necessarily a 
a straight line. 
That this is true 
both figuratively 
and literally can 
be shown by a 
simple experi- 
ment. 

Figure 1, at 
left, shows a pair 
of inclined paths, 
one straight; the 
other in the form 
of a cycloid—that 
is, a geometric 
figure described 
by a point on the 
radius of a circle 
rolling along 2a 
straight line. A 
simple means of 
plotting a cycloid 
t i with a tin can 
and attached pencil is shown in figure 2- 

To conduct the experiment, we release two rubber 
balls simultaneously at the tops of the tracks. The 
ball on the concave track reaches bottom first— 
pooner than it will on any equidistant incline. 

Oddly enough, no matter where the balls are 
started on identical cycloid paths, see figure 3, 
both will reach bottom together.

Itis through 
books written by citizens of 
this country, stories of the 
struggles of the pioneers, let- 
ters written by early settlers, 
old newspapers and relics that 
the past history of our country 
may be reconstructed for fu- 
ture generations. Unfortun- 
ately, some one gets the urge 
to tidy up the attic, basement 
or storeroom and out goes a box 
of old books, a bundle of old 
newspapers or a collection of 
letters written long years ago 
and out goes the old spinning 
wheel, the butter tray and ladle 
boot jack or any other old- 
fashioned article, long dis- 
carded and considered useless. 
With them goes a link with 
the past, “The best plan to fol- 
low if you have many books is 
to list them together with the 
authors, dates of publication 
and the name of the pub- 
lisher, Then send the list to 
the librarian of some univer- 
sity, the archivist of your pro- 
vince, a museum or a public 
library and ask them to check

COMPARATIVE EARNINGS 


One of the most instructive and revealing docu- 
ments published annually by the International Labour 
Organization is its report on average hourly earnings 
in various countries throughout the world. 

The following tabulation is from the latest such 
report, covering the year 1962. Harnings as.shown 
relate to manufacturing industry and have been con- 
verted to Canadian currency:

As noted in earlier years, average hourly earn- 
ings are not in themselves a conclusive indication of 
respective living standards. Other factors, among 
them the level of national income, price structure, 
purchasing power, wage practices and climate, are dis- 
tinctly relevant. 

This said,-it manifestly is not mere coincidence 
that the countries shawing the highest earnings 
should for the most part be those which share the high- 
est standard of liying, hased, with few exceptions, upon 


a well developed manufacturing economy. 


THOSE IN PERIL if 


There is comforting reassurance to be found in the 
rescue of 34 crew members from a stricken tanker in 
the Atlantic that the years of peace have not dulled the 
resourcefulness, determination and daring of the men 
of the Royal Canadian Nayy. The rescue called for a 
full measure of these qualities from the commander 
and crew of the destroyer escort, Athabaskan. 


In angry, frothing seas, the Athabaskan first pick- 
ed up 16 men from two lifeboats which were being tos- 
ed about on 20-foot waves. An attempt was then made 
to send a boat alongside the stern section of the tanker, 
which had broken in two under the pounding seas. 
When this proved to be impossible, the destroyer escort 
then tried unsuccessfully to float two rubber liferafts 
toward the wreck. The men clinging to the sterm 
were finally toed clear in a raft after a rocket gun had 
been used by the Athabaskan to send a line aboard. 
The entire manoeuyre, difficult and dangerous, was 
carried out suceessfully because the men of the Atha- 
baskan kept cool heads and displayed seamanship and 
courage of a high order. 


The episode serves as a reminder that the old, ever- 
present enemy, the sea, is still capable of Snapping steel 
ships in two like matchstieks, The Athabaskan chal- 
lenged the old enemy and won magnificently. There 
are few opportunities in peacetime to cheer home the 
men of the Navy after a sea battle. This is one, and it 
should not be missed, —The Globe and Mail 


YOU MAY LAUGH BUT IT’S TRUE 
Laughing gas—as used by dentists—may now be 
used to detect leaks In water mains in the U.K, 


Following investigations by Britain’s Waterworks 
Research Association, a new technique has been eyoly- 
ed in which laughing gas—nitrous oxide—is used as 
the “detective” to trace a leak in the water main. 

Buch a discovery, which results from private re- 
search, sponsored in co-operation with the Department 
of Science & Industrial Research, may well lead to the 
saving of millions of lost gallons of water through un- 
detected leaks from the water main, 


Basically the operation works this way: when there 
a suspected leak in a main, a part is sealed off and nit- 
rous oxide—because it is chemically inert, soluable, 
safe to use and heavier than air—is infected into the 
isolated section, It seeps up in the area near a leak, 
and is detected by a gas analyser, By this means time 
of discovering a leak can be reduced to a minimum, 
and the remedy taken within a short time. Before it 
might have taken days before the actual area of the 
leak was found. —A London Letter, 


FOOT AND MOUTH RESEARCH IN KENYA 


Harly in January the Kenya Government and the 
Wellcome Foundation announced that they had estab- 
lished a partnership for the production of foot-and- 
mouth vaccine in Nairobi. Speaking in ‘The Farming 
World, programme broadcast each week in the BBC 
General Overseas Service, Dr, G. J. Kane, head of the 
foot and mouth department of the Foundation, described 
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the scheme as the hasis for a wonderful collaboration. 

Kenya needed a source of vaccine against foot and 
mouth disease, Dr. Kane pointed out, and the Wellcome 
Foundation, which had been carrying out research in 
Kenya for some geyen years, would be able to continue 
the valuable work. Specialised equipment had already 
been sent out to the Government veterinary laborator- 
les near Nairobi where the vaccine would be manufac- 
tured, and the intention was in about a year’s time to 
build an additional wing so that enough vaccine could he 
produced for the needs of Hast Africa. 


“In Kenya,’ Dr. Kane explained, “there are six 
types of yiruses which carry foot and mouth disease 
throughout animals. In Hurope there are only three 
types. In Kenya there is a seasonal movement of 
wild animals, many species of which are capable of 
being affected by foot and mouth disease. One of our 
problems will be to trace the epidemiology of the dif- 
ferent types of viruses in wild animals and show how 
these animals contribute to the general distribution of 
fgot and mouth disease in Africa.” 


As a potential supplier of prime beef, it would un- 
doubtedly be Kenya’s aim ultimately to vaccinate all 
domestic cattle, Dr. Kane said. He hoped when the 
new building was ayailable to be using live vaccines to 
eontrol foot and mouth in Hast Africa. At present the 
Foundation was helping with the production of inacti- 
vated vaccines, which gave protection for about 70 per 
cent of the vaccinated animals for a period of not more 
than four months. Live vaccines represented a tremen- 
dous advance, giving the hest part of a year's protection 
for some 90 per cent of the animals vaccinated. 


UNUSUAL GROWTH OF RESERVES 


The strength of the Canadian reserves up to the 
end of February indicates a remarkable improvement 
in the balance of international payments which is still 
not fully explained. 


The exchange fund repaid $60 millions to the inter- 
national Monetary Fund in February, but its net loss 
on the month yas only $40 million. Normal unofficial 
transactions must haye added $20 million to the resery- 
es at a time of year when the opposite was expected. 

Since the end of 1968 the reserves have dropped 
less than the amount repaid to the I.M.F., and but for 
repayments they would now be higher than they were 
a year ago. Considering everything that has happen- 
ed in the past 12 months this looks something like a 
miracle. 3 


The major element in the miracle was, of course, 
the grain sales to the Seviet Union and other commun- 
ist countries, which came as manna from héayen last 
fall — just when they were most needed to offset the 
dangerous stoppage of American capital resulting from 
the uncertainty of the interest equalization tax. 


But it had certainly not been expected that grain 
payments would continue to offset the usual seasonal 
decline in our current acequnt balance through the 
winter. Purchases of Canadian currency seemed to 
have anticipated the payments rather than lagging be- 
hind deliveries. 


The first quarter of the year is generally one of the 
worst periods for our balance of paments. Payment 
of interest and dividends op foreign eapital is usually 
almost as heavy as in the last quarter. Canadians tak- 
ing winter holidays invariably produce a substantial de- 
ficit on the travel account. Merchandise trade has 
usually gone against us too, though last year it preduc- 
ed enough of a surplus te offset the deficit on travel. 


In recent years the first quarter deficit on current 
transactions has never been less than last year’s $244 
million. It has always had to be balanced by an inflow - 
of foreign capital. This year it is difficult to see where 
the inflow came from, 


The only major security issues in the U.S. which 
haye heen announced this year were Laurentide’s place- 
ment of $14 million, Manitoba’s $28 million and a Win- 
nipeg firm’s private placement of $8 million. The gap 
in interest rates has not ben sufficient to encourage 
hedged short-term buying of Canadian treasury bills. 
There was no sign of any other capital inflow sufficent 
to cover the expected current account deficit. 


Following the usual pattern, therefore, it looked 
as though the exchange fund would be haying to sell 
U.S. dollars because there would not be enough private 
sellers willing to exchange them for Canadian dollars. 
In fact, the reverse has happened. The exchange fund 
had to buy U.S, dollars in February because there were 
more private sellers than buyers, and the government 
had to find the Canadian cash to pay for them. 

Part of this reversal of expectations may be due to 
what are called ‘commercial leads and lags”, The in- 
ternational exchanges are not affected when goods 
actually cross the border, nor when services are render- 
ed, but only when they are paid for. Similarly new 
borrowings have their effect only when the U.S. loan is 
converted into Canadian dollars, 


But even when full allowance is made for the many 
unknowns, the reserve figures strongly suggest that 
Canada must be doing unysualy well in merchandise 
trade, 


January exports were higher than they have ever 
been, according te preliminary figures. February 
must have heen good, too. But the most encouraging 
thing—If this preliminary view is confirmed—is that 
the threatened rise in imports must haye ben wel) con- 
tained, 


Such hopeful signs should impress upon all Cana- 
dians what an opportunity we now haye to expand ex- 
ports and displace imports. But unless we can keep 
a stranglehold on rising costs and remain competitive in 
eyery way, the opportunity will be thrown away,

HIGH PROTEIN CASSEROLE 

Lenten menu problems are 
easily solved with a high-pro- 
tein casserole that’s almost a 
meal in itself. Here’s a protein 
potluck which services six com- 
fortably. 


Add one-and one half table- 
spoons of salt to four-and-a-half 
quarts of rapidly boiling water.

Top with another half 
cup of cheese, sprinkle with 
paprika.

Bethany PNS) — Mr. Doug- 
las Nuttar, ASsistant local Dir- 
ector of the Children’s Aid So- 
ciety in Northumberland and 
Durham Counties, was guest 
speaker at the Bethany Wo- 
men’s Institute meeting held at 
the home of Mrs, Addison 
Scott. 

Mr. Nuttar dealt with all the 
functions of Children’s Aid 
Societies which were first es- 
tablished to care for neglected 
and dependant children. “The 
scope of the work has broaden- 
ed considerably and today the 
Society deals with such prob- 
lems as marital discord, non- 
support, juvenile adoptions, 
complaints regarding neglect- 
ed children, unmarried mo- 
thers, foster home care for 
children and investigation on 
behalf of Family Allowance and 
the Official Guardian under 
the Matrimonial Clauses Act. 


“There is a staff of 12 full 
time workers and two part time 
workers at the Port Hope Of- 
fice. Mrs, EB. Bridges is the 
Matron in charge of Hillcrest 
Lodge where neglected or 
needy children are first taken. 
They stay there approximately 
2 months before going into 
Foster homes. The Children’s 
Aid Society is your communi- 
ties’ agent for children depriv- 
ed of homes. It is YOUR bus- 
iness. Children are our most 
precious commodity and we 
have a duty to protect every 
child. If more attention was 
paid to the very little children 
who have need of help and 
more understanding given to 
them, we would not have need 
of so many Training Schools, 
Reformatories and Prisons.” 

Mr. Nuttar cited many pa- 
thetic incidents of families 
under his supervision, discus- 
sed adoption of children and 
closed his informative talk 
with a plea for more Foster 
Homes throughout the area.

No major tax 


Finance Minister Walter) 
Gordon, hoping to slash the 
\federal deficit by a third to 
|440-million dollars Monday 
presented the country with a 

“wait and see’ budget contain- 
jing no personal or corporation 
| income tax cuts, 

Gordon, steering clear last 
|night of any radical measures 
that landed him in controversy 
last June with his first budget, 
indicated he wanted to watch 
|the economy for another year 
| and cut the federal debt before 
|offering Canadians any tax 
concessions. 

He admitted a tax Cut similar 
to that proposed by President 
Lyndon Johnson for the United 
States had “immediate appeal”. 
But the government rejected 
|the step after “serious cOnsi- 
deration” because of persistent 
|“abnormal’” unemployment in 
Eastern Quebec and the mari- 
times, the huge federal deficit 
and because the taxation Royal 
Commission has yet to report. 

He said Canada has exper- 
ienced relatively larger defic- 
‘its than the United States and 
| that U-S personal income taxes 
will remain higher than Can- 
ada’s for most taxpayers. 

However, he said Canadian 
corporation taxes are some- 
what higher than in the United 
States for larger corporations 
and somewhat lower for small 
corporations. 

Besides aiming to reduce the 
deficit by one-third from the 
; present fiscal year’s 685-mil- 
lion dollars, the Finance Minis- 
ter said he was optimistic about 
the country’s economy and 
forecast a five-point-five per) 
cent increase in the gross na-| 
tional product to about 45- 
billion dollars. This is about 
a half per cent below the esti- 
mated gross national product 
for last year. 

Gordon also proposed to

Instead, the tax will stay at 
15 per cent, but the companion 
incentive measure offering a 
10 per cent tax to firms meet- 
ing the Canadian content regu- 
lations will remain. 

However, loopholes in the 
regulations will be tightened to 
read that Canadians must hold 
25 per cent of equity shares of 
a firm in order to qualify. 

The opposition parties, led 
by Conservative Financial Cri- 
tic George Nowlan, saw little in 
the budget to benefit the 
country. Nowlan wondered 
why Gordon could not have at- 
tained a nearly-balanced bud- 


get because of the healthy state} 


of the economy. 

The opposition parties indicat- 
ed they will soundly rap Gor- 
don when the budget debate 
opens — perhaps Wednesday 
— but the finance minister 
gave them less material to 
work with than last June. 

Then several controversial 
measures had to be withdrawn. 
He was condemned for using 
“outside advisors” to help in 
the rush job of preparing the 
new Liberal governments first 
budget only two months after 
taking office. These two_issues 
almost brought down the min- 
ority government two months 
after it started. 

The finance minister last 
night also proposed a 10-dollar 
a month family allowance start- 
ing this September for 16 and 
17 year old children staying 
in school — a move to keep the 
country’s youth out Of the labor 
force where it is having diffi- 
culty finding work. 

Part-time students should 
also benefit though a provision 
enabling them to deduct from 
income taxes money spent on 
tuition fees if greater than 25- 
dollars. 

Two other provision would 
extend special incentives to 
“designated” areas of high 
unemployment and slow 
growth into Canada’s centen- 
nial year of 1967.

PILOT PROJECT PROVIDES DEER BROWSE ~— 
... Good Hunting Ahead 


The white-tailed deer have 
fared very well this past winter 
and promises good hunting for 
the sportsman next year. The 
Fish and Wildlife Branch of 
the Ontario Department of 
Lands and Forests have just 
completed an aerial survey of 
the deer yards in the District 
using Beaver aircraft. 


A press party accompanied 
the Lands and Forests offi- 
cers on an inspection of the 
deer habitat programme in 
Anson Township from the

An inspection of the current 
deer yard project on Crown 
land in Anson Township, a few 
miles in from Highway 35 was 
the first visit made by the 
party. James Waddell, officer 
in charge of the project ex- 
plained the main requirement 
of deer was shelter and food in 
the wintertime. The area se- 
lected for the deer yard had 
ample balsam, spruce and hem- 
lock trees that provided ne- 
cessary cover, and between 200 
and 250 acres of land was treat- 
ed to provide more browse for 
the deer, The area had been 
previously spotted from the air 
as « highly concentrated dee 
area in the winter. ' 


The method of producing ad- 
ditional browse for the deer 
herds was to ring or girdle 
second-grade non-merchant- 
able trees. This kills the tree 
but produces succulent second 
growth at the base of the tree 
The second step is to cut down 
smaller trees, again low grade 
cull trees, but not to sever the 
trunks completely. The tree 
lying along the ground keeps 
alive and the deer can browse 
off the fresh twigs. In addi- 
tion nutritious sucker growth 
provides additional food. This 
programme should provide 
browse for the deer for a 10 to 


15 year period. ie ok 


Full grown deer need 4 - 5 
pounds of browse a day and 
get most nutrition from the 
very tips of the twigs. They 
eat further down the twigs as 
food becomes scarce. ; 


Winters with heavy snow 
create most difficult condi- 
tions for deer, when the snow 
exceeds 24” in depth the deer 
tend to confine themselves to 
the sheltered deer yard areas, 
then if the snow persists and 
the food supply becomes slim, 
the law of the wild “survival of 
the fittest” takes effect, 


The accumulated snow 
depths this year are low, due to 
frequent thaws and deer have 
ease of travel. Biologist Ken 
Irizawa estimates there are be- 
tween 20,000 to 30,000 deer in 
the Lindsay Lands and Forests 
district. Department of Lands 
and Forests officials have ob- 
served, from the air, the deer 
herds are not concentrated in 
small areas of cover as in se- 
vere winter conditions and 
track patterns indicate they are 
ranging wide for food,

STARVING MAY BE 
GOOD WAY TO SHED 
EXCESS POUNDS 

Many’s the patient who 
dejected and discouraged, 
came into his doctor's office, 
saying, “Doctor, I’m afraid its’s 
the same old bad news. I 
haven't lost an ounce.” And 
the doctor would reply, half in 
exasperation and half in sur- 
render: “TI guess the only way 
yow'll ever lose is by actually 
starving yourself”. 

Somehow, science occasion- 
ally catches up with and sur- 
passes incredulity. Doctors 
today are actually recommend- 
ing starvation as the most sen- 
sible way to reduce. (Only in 
selected cases, mind you. So 
I hereby warn you: don’t go 
scuttling off on a no food 
binge). 

Recently there have been 
a few scientific papers on the 
use of starvation as a method 
of overcoming obesity. The 
latest I have seen appeared in 
the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, Jan. 11,|

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Is 
there any successful treatment 
for hardening of the arteries?— 
Mrs. B. 

Comment: As successful as 
it can be under the circum- 
stances, when you consider 
that we don’t know the actual 
cause of arteriosclerosis. 

There are many theories for 
loss of elasticity in the coats of 
the arteries which causes 
them to stiffen and their path- 
ways to fill up with cholesterol 
and lime, preventing blood 
blood from getting through 
the arteries unhindered. 

This process is likely to af- 
fect any of the arteries in the 
body. If the coronary arteries 
are involved the result is cor- 
onary disease; if the renal (kid- 
ney) arteries, kidney disease; 
if the arteries in the brain, the 
result may be stroke.

Comment: I note that you 
sign your letter Mr. K. As the 
breadwinner in your home, 
no doubt you can’t see throw- 
ing away money on visits to the 
doctor that aren’t necessary. [ 
agree with you. Most doctors 
are too busy to take time out] 
for treating an occasional 
headache or a simple cold. 

In fact, many doctors tell 
you over the phone: “Why not 
try an aspirin and see how it 
works?” (I know you are 
waiting for my “buts,” Mr. K, | 
so I shall barge right ahead| 
with them.) 

BUT, Mr. K., there is a sharp 
dividing line between an oc- 
casional symptom and some-) 
thing chronic. That’s where) 
people get into trouble.

Frost failed to recognise varsity 
problems claims U of W Professor 


Former Ontario Premier 
Leslie M. Frost has been accus- 
ed by a University of Waterloo 
professor of failing to recognize 
approaching university prob- 
lems during his term in office.

Toronto (UPI) — Ontario 

Premier John Robarts today 
held up consideration of con- 
troversial legislation aimed at 
fighting organized crime in the 
province. 
! Robarts, in a statement, said 
the legislation, giving wide, dis- 
cretionary powers to the On- 
tario Police Commission — 
would be re-examined before 
coming up for consideration 
in the legislature. The Pre- 
mier said he would not allow 
legislation to pass that 
\infringes on individual liber- 
| ties. 

Almost violent-criticism has 
been aimed at the proposed 
legislation mainly because it 
would allow the police commis- 
sion to summon any person 
for questioning in secret, and 
to jail him indefinitely if he 
refuses to answer questions. 

The legislation was introduc- 
ed yesterday by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Fred Cass, who described 
it as “drastic and dangerous”.

He toucned on the many 
needs of the society, and the 
problems of deserted families, 
and wives, family breakdowns, 
emotional disturbances, and 
mental illnesses, which all 
placed an added burden on the 
facilities of the societies, 


The speaker noted that it was 
no secret that poor housing 
conditions are related to the 
high rate of juvenile delin- 
quency, crime, illegitimacy, 
etc, and the children’s aid so- 
cieties must take some respon- 
siblity and give leadership in 
the long process of eliminating 
sub-standard housing condi- 
tions, 

In concluding, he said at the 
present time, nearly 15,000 
children remain in the care of 
the 55 societies in Ontario, and 
a continuence of this, perhaps 
not in as great numbers, can 
be expected. 

“We must make sure that we 
are prepared and ready for 
future growth. This is a task 
I leave with you to bring about 
in your own community here.”

USES LIVE TELEVISION BROADCAST 

Prime Minister Hayato Ikeda used the first live 
television broadcast between Japan and the United 
States today to apologize directly to the American 
people for the stabbing of U-S Ambassador Edwin 
Ikeda, using the facilities provided by the 
Relay Two U-S communications satellite, said he spoke 
on behalf of the Japanese people in regret over the stab- 
bing yesterday of the 53-year old Reischauer by a ment- 
ally-deranged, 19-year-old youth. The Prime Minister 
expressed regret for the incident concerning Reisch- 
auer, who is reported recovering satisfactorily and in 
good condition in Tokyo’s Tiger Gate Hospital near the 
U.S. Embassy. 

“DEEPLY IMPRESSED” 

President Charles De Gaulle said today he wag 
“deeply impressed” by his enthusiastic reception during 
his recent state visit to Mexico. He told the French 
Cabinet he had brought back “a deep impression of the 
reception given by the Mexican authorities and the en- 
tire Mexican peopie.” De Gaulle’s comments were 
made public after a cabinet meeting by information 
Minister Alain Peyrefitte. 

PLEDGES COC-OPERATION 

President Lyndon Johnson has pledged U-S co- 
operation in efforts to bring what he calls “economic 
well being to all peoples in a world of peace and free- 
dom.”

LIBERTIES JEOPARDIZED 

Integrity means sincerity, honesty and justness. 
and integrity governs the conduct of people in their pri- 
yate lives and in their business lives. 

In Ganada most business is conducted with integ- 
rity, for in the long run a business cannot survive if it 
is not run in an upright manner. 

A government must govern with sincerity, honesty 
and justness. Fair dealing for everyone is essential, 
and the rights of the citizens are paramount, 

The public outery over the “drastic, dangerous and 
terrible” legislation presented by Attorney General Cass 
caused Premier Robarts to say “I will permit no legisla- 
tion to pass through the House which infringes on the 
basic rights and liberties of any individual’, 

The people who elect the government to govern 
them with fairness, have a right to counsel, they have 
a right to be informed of their rights to bail, and must 
be given a fair trial according to the rules of evidence. 
‘They must not be forced to incriminate themselves by 
their own evidence. 

The very fact that a government member would 
even suggest a “talk or be jailed’’ law shows the chaotic 
way in which the people of this province are being goy- 
erned. 


But while the people of the province react with 
shock and dismay over such a piece of legislation, they 
permit their individual liberties to be undermined and 
jeopardized in smaller but no less invidious ways.

According to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, 
the number of accidental drownings in Canada in 1954 
was 1,125, This represents a drowning rate of about 
7.3 persons per 100,000 of population. Now, 10 years 
later, our population has increased by about one-third. 
In spite of the fact that more people are enjoying water 
recreation, Canada’s drowning rate has not increased 
in direct proportion to the rise in population. It may 
even be safe to say that it has decreased, for it is esti- 
mated that the 1964 rate may be as low as 6.3 persons 
per 100-thousand of population, : 

This is no aceldent! More people are becoming 
aware of the hazards of water recreation and are acting 
in a safer and more intelligent manner these days. 
This is due, in most part, to the efforts of the

Lindsay taxpayers will face 
nearly 4-mills tax increase this 
lyear, council decided follow- 
ling a lengthy session Monday 
jevening. The increase decid- 
led by council was 3.97 across 
Be board but this figure will 
jdepend on the final demands 
of the public school and high 
school boards. : 

“This is an economy budget” 
said the mayor, as the council 
members pared down the ex- 
jpenditures where ever pos- 
sible. “Our only hope for a 
lower increase 1s for the pub- 
lic school board to revise their 
request downwards and for 
the high school to ask for less 
than we expect they will”. 

One mill is $14,242. The 
1964 budget totals $292,076, 
about $4,000 less than the 
$296,046 spent last year. The 
public school demand is up 
from $257,920.58 to $293,878.- 
39 (an increase from 46% of 
the total tax to 47.5% in 
1964). School board secretary 
‘Ernest Crossley told Council 
much of the increase was due 
to higher teacher’s salaries. He 
said the board had an increase 
of about 100 pupils, or three 
classrooms to allow for. , 
GRANTS AXED 

Council reduced the Histori- 
cal Society grant by $100 the 
Lindsay Central Exhibition by 
$100 and attempted to reduce 
the Chamber of Commerce 
grant by $250.

There is so much talk these 
days of delinquents: both ju- 
venile and adult. ‘The real 
cause is not always evident. I 
have seen many parents 
driven to nervous distraction. 
They would ask, “Where have 
we failed?’ Sometimes the 
answer would be evident; at 
other times, not apparent on 
the surface. 

Here is a letter received to- 
day which puts the finger on 
one cause of delinquency in 
a neighbor's child. 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: They 
had one son and wanted a sec- 
ond child. When it came, an- 
other boy, the mother show- 
ed no interest in it. She did 
not help choose a name. She 
did not care to feed it. She 
never fondled it. As the boy 
grew older she compared him 
unfavorably with his older 
brother, He was always 
wrong in their little battles.

The youngster 
who was strong by nature was 
in open rebellion by the time 
he was five.

X-RAY TESTS MAY NOT 
REVEAL REAL AILMENT 

Dear Dr. Steinerohn:; My X 
rays didn’t show stones in my 
gall bladder, but 1 still kept 
having pains after eating, so 
my doctor decided to operate 
anyway. I’m so glad he did. 
At operation he found a gall 
bladder that was diseased and 
had a few stones in it. How do 
you account for that?-Mrs. L. 

Comment; The good diag- 
nostician, whether he is an 
outstanding internist or your 
family doctro, does not de- 
pend entirely upon labora- 
tory finds or any other exam- 
inations, He is aware that 
some tests ean lie. 

For example, in your case, 
Mrs. L., operation disclosed 
your gall bladder was in 
trouble although the X rays 
were negative. Nevertheless, 
your doctor had sufficient 
acumen to rely upon the en- 
tire diagnostic picture, and 
not upon the X rays themsel- 
ves. 

Often, X rays of gall bladder 
function will be borderline. 
Sometimes stone shadows will 
not show up on the X-ray plate. 
In such cases, the alert doctor

AUDITOR'S REPORT 


To; Members of Council and Ratepayers of the Corporation of the Township of Ops. 
I have pleasure in submitting, herewith, the annual audit report for the year 
ended 31st December 1963. 
In conducting the audit, it was found that the records were maintained very 
conscientiously and all receipts and disbursements accounted for satisfactorily. 
Scope of the Audit : 


Revenue Fund Surplus Account 
The increase in the previous surpius of $10,943.17 by $3,370.15 to $14,313.32, as 
Stated above, arose through the excess of receipts over expenditures as shown on 
Statement D. It’s recommended that a further sum be included in the budget, in 
future years, in order that an equitable working balance may be built up and 
thereby reduce borrowing with a consequent saving in interest charges. 


Statement of Revenue and Expenditure 

The main source of revenue continues to be from taxes which increased over 
the previous year by approximately $12,000.00. This increase Was partly due to ad- 
ditional assessment but mostly by way of increased mill rates which was Particularly 
noticeable in the requirements for High School purposes. : 

Grants from the Province of Ontario also increaed by approximately $5,000.00 
while the other items of revenue varied only slightly. The total increase in revenue, 
for the ear, was about $17,000.00
